Interim 3-way 
cost-sharing 
plan approved 


Stormwater funding. 

Communities hardest 
hit by flooding to get 
new storm sewers 


An interim plan to address 
flooding in HRM has been ap¬ 
proved by the closest of votes at 
Halifax regional council, after 
a robust debate Tuesday over 
how to split the bill. 

The Stormwater Infrastruc¬ 
ture Funding Interim Solution 
will provide deep-water storm 
sewers to communities facing 
flooding on a regular basis, 
with the bill split evenly be¬ 
tween residents, HRM and the 
Halifax Regional Water Com¬ 
mission. 

Residents would pay with 
a Local Improvement Charge 
(LIC), and several councillors 
said that unfairly penalizes 
homeowners for a problem 
they didn’t cause and don’t al¬ 
ways suffer from. 

“In the Cow Bay area, HRM 
would see 94 homes billed ap-

proximately $10,000 each by 
local improvement charges,” 
said Coun. Bill Karsten. “Only 
20 homes of those 94 who are 
actually being flooded would 
benefit.” 

Karsten suggested HRM 
should cover the residents’ 
share, but that raised more 
arguments about fairness. 

Coun. Tim Outhit noted 
residents of the Monarch- 
Rivendale subdivision in Fall 
River had to take on an LIC 
for central water service when 
wells ran dry — and Coun. 
Barry Daliymple said they’d 
have jumped at a three-way 
cost share. 

“They would have been 
ecstatic,” he said. “They asked 


HRM and the province to part¬ 
ner one-third with them... and 
both HRM and the province 
bailed on them.” 

Daliymple added the vote 
for the LIC was 80 per cent in 
favour — despite only about 
one-third of families needing 
water service. 

Halifax Water general man¬ 
ager Carl Yates told council that 
splitting the cost only two ways 
would slow down implementa¬ 
tion of the new infrastructure. 

Coun. Brad Johns also point¬ 
ed out that residents have al¬ 
ways been asked to cost-share 
for water and sewer extensions. 

“So what we’re being asked 
to do is the exact same thing 
now, except with stormwater,” 
he said. 

Council eventually ap¬ 
proved the three-way cost shar¬ 
ing by a vote of 9-8. 

That formula will remain in 
place for two years while city 
staff develop a five-year capital 
plan for stormwater manage¬ 
ment, with recommendations 
for permanent funding solu¬ 
tions.

Police say they’re hoping a 
sting operation that resulted 
in five men being charged 
for allegedly agreeing to pay 
for sex with an undercover 
cop posing online as a female 
teen will serve as a deterrent. 

From Tuesday to Fri¬ 
day last week, the Halifax 
Regional Police and RCMP 
integrated child exploita¬ 
tion and vice unit had of¬ 
ficers posing online as a 


16-year-old female. 

Police say hundreds of 
emails were exchanged 
with adult men, and meet¬ 
ings were arranged with 
five men for sexual services 
at local hotels. 

When the men showed 
up at the agreed-upon hotel 
room, police say they were 
arrested. 

“It’s criminal for an adult 
to communicate with some¬ 
one under the age of 18 for 


the purpose of engaging in 
prostitution. In this case, 
we have males aged all the 
way up to 57 seeking sex¬ 
ual services from a 16-year- 
old female,” said Halifax 
Regional Police spokesman 
Const. Pierre Bourdages. 

“So we are hoping it will 
act as a deterrent to adults 
and pass the message that 
this is wrong and it’s also 
criminal.” 

Bourdages said police 


took the action they did 
because they have been 
noticing an increase in the 
number of young women 
engaging in online prostitu¬ 
tion. 

They also saw a spike on 
the Internet of adult men 
seeking sex from young fe¬ 
males. 

“I don’t have a scope of 
how big this is on the on¬ 
line world,” Bourdages said 
when asked exactly how big 
a problem this is. “I don’t 
have details on that yet.” 

Police say the five men 
are each charged with using 
a computer to communicate 
with a person under 18 and 
for the purpose of engaging 
in prostitution. 

They have all been re¬

Nighttime shooting not random: Police 



Police say they have few de¬ 
tails about a shooting that 
took place Monday night in 
Halifax. 

At about 10:40 p.m., po¬ 
lice received a call about 
someone being shot at a resi¬ 
dence in the 6000 block of 
Chebucto Road. 

“We do not believe this 
to be a random event,” said 
spokesperson Const. Pierre 
Bourdages. 

The 25-year-old victim 
suffered a single gunshot 
wound and was taken to a 
Halifax hospital with a ser¬ 
ious but not life-threatening 
injury. 

The victim was listed as 
stable after undergoing sur¬ 
gery on Tuesday morning 
and police were still waiting 
to speak to him late in the 
day.

night and Tuesday morning 
at the scene of the shooting 
as they waited for a warrant 
to search the home. 

“The police do not have

There have been no ar¬ 
rests, and police say they 
have no information on a 
suspect. 

The incident was one of 
two weapons offences police 
were called out to overnight. 

Police are also in the 
midst of investigating a stab¬ 


bing that left two men in¬ 
jured, with one in hospital, 
early Tuesday morning in 
Spryfield on River Road. 

A 19-year-old man was 
taken to hospital and under¬ 
went surgery, where police 
say he is in serious condition. 

The other man, 20, was 
treated at the scene for a 
minor leg injury. 

“We have very limited 
information as to what hap¬ 
pened,” Bourdages said. 
“Again we have the 19-year- 
old male who is in surgery 
and we have a detective 
there waiting to talk to him.” 

The police say they do 
not know if the two involved 
knew each other.

Metro Transit gets 
marching orders 
for five-year plan 


Tough talk. Councillors

Metro Transit has been cleared 
to begin planning its next five- 
year strategic framework, but 
the approval came with some 
finger wagging. 

“I understand the need 
to look forward.. .but (Metro 
Transit has) also got to fulfil 
the promises that were made 
in the current plan,” said Coun. 
David Hendsbee, pointing out 
the Highway 107 service is now 
two years behind schedule. 

Several other councillors 
around the table chimed in to 
highlight other delayed aspects 


of the current five-year plan. 

The need to enhance service 
outside the urban core was a 
particular concern. 

“Whether it’s a commun¬ 
ity-based MusGo service or a 
conventional transit service 
is somewhat irrelevant just as 
long as this process addresses 
some type of transit for sub¬ 
urban and rural parts of the 
municipality,” said Coun. Brad 
Johns. 

Coun. Tim Outhit suggested 
the new plan needs to be a de¬ 
finitive examination of how all 


transit options, from fast fer¬ 
ries, to buses, to commuter rail, 
will fit into HRM’s strategy. 

“We need to have the bible 
that we’re going to move for¬ 
ward for the next five years 
looking at all of these options, 
either including them or leav¬ 
ing them out,” he said. 

Patricia Hughes, Metro Tran¬ 
sit’s supervisor of service design 
and projects, said the plan calls 
for two rounds of public consul¬ 
tation: one focused on “values- 
based” questions and a second 
on specific details of routes. 

“The emphasis for that first 
round will be to learn from 
people, and the intent is to take 
those responses to help build 
the proposals out to the second 
round,” she said. 

Council unanimously ap¬ 
proved the planning process, as 
well as the tender to provide six 
new rural transit buses for Met- 
roX expansion in Porter’s Lake.

Not moving the problem 


Deadheading 
buses to stay on 
Chebucto 

Halifax regional councillors 
have rejected a recommen¬ 
dation to have empty buses 
travel along Quinpool Road 
instead of Chebucto Road. 

Coun. Jennifer Watts 
asked Metro Transit for 
alternatives after getting 
complaints from residents on 


Chebucto concerned about 
the 166 buses travelling near 
three schools on weekdays. 

Transit officials recom¬ 
mended a one-year pilot pro¬ 
ject to send the buses down 
Quinpool instead. 

Both streets are con¬ 
sidered major arterial, 
and Metro Transit said it’s 
believed the change would be 
cost-neutral. 

However, Coun. Linda 
Mosher protested the idea, 
saying Quinpool Road busi¬ 
nesses and residents hadn’t 


been consulted, and that the 
pilot project wouldn’t solve 

anything. 

“You’re just moving the 
problem to another area,” she 
said. “It’s either Quinpool or 
Chebucto. So without consul¬ 
tation, I can’t support this.” 

Watts noted that 
Chebucto is a more narrow 
and residential street than 
Quinpool, and urged council 
to allow the one-year pilot 
project. 

The final vote was 8-9 
against, ruth davenport/metro 
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Tourists bathed in fire in most

Egypt. At least 19 
dead, with two others 
suffering severe burns 


A hot-air balloon carrying 
tourists over Egypt’s an¬ 
cient city of Luxor caught 
fire Tuesday, and some pas¬ 
sengers trying to escape the 
flames leaped to their deaths 
before the craft crashed in a 
sugar-cane field. At least 19 
tourists were killed in what 
is believed to be the world’s 
deadliest ballooning acci¬ 
dent. 

The accident was a new 
blow to Egypt’s tourism in¬ 
dustry, which has been gut¬ 
ted by the country’s turmoil 
the past two years. 

The crash raised accusa¬ 
tions that authorities have 
let safety standards fall 
amid the political instabil¬ 
ity, though the civil aviation 
chief insisted his ministry 
keeps stringent inspections. 

The balloon was carrying 
20 tourists — from France, 
Britain, Belgium, Hungary, 


Japan and Hong Kong — and 
an Egyptian pilot on a flight 
over Luxor, officials said. 

“I saw tourists catching 
fire, and they were jumping 
from the balloon. They were 
trying to flee the fire, but it 
was on their bodies,” said 
Hassan Abdel-Rasoul, a farm¬ 
er in al-Dhabaa. He said one 
of those he saw on fire was a 
visibly pregnant woman. 

Bodies of the dead tour¬ 
ists were scattered across the 
field. 

The crash immediately 
killed 18, according to Lux¬ 
or’s governor, Ezzat Saad. 
Two Britons and the Egyp¬ 
tian pilot were taken to 
the hospital, but one of the 
Britons died of his injuries 
soon after. The other Briton 
and the Egyptian, who state 
media said suffered severe 
burns, were flown to Cairo 
for further treatment. 

The Department of For¬ 
eign Affairs in Ottawa says 
the Canadian Embassy in 
Cairo has confirmed that 
no Canadians have been af¬ 
fected.

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Swiss Red 
Cross to 
keep blood 
from Greece 


No bread, no red. 

Aid organization says 
it will halve shipments 
to struggling country, 
citing bad credit 


The Swiss Red Cross is slash¬ 
ing its supply of donor blood 
to Greece because the finan¬ 
cially stricken country has 
failed to pay its bills on time, 
the head of the group’s trans¬ 
fusion service said Tuesday. 

Rudolf Schwabe con¬ 
firmed Swiss media reports 
that Greece had run up debts 
of several million Swiss francs 
in the past. While those debts 
have since been repaid, the 
non-profit SRC has decided 
to halve its blood shipments 
to Greece in the coming years 
in order to limit its financial 
risk, he said. 

Greece’s international 
creditors have demanded the 
government cut spending on 
pharmaceutical products as 
part of bailout agreements. 

The Swiss blood sent to 
Greece comes from unused 
emergency stockpiles and is 
designated for humanitar¬ 
ian use. In the past, the SRC 
charged Greece 5 million 
Swiss francs ($5.4 million) to 
cover its costs for supplying 
28,000 blood packets a year. 

The Swiss blood shipped 



to Greece helps meet demand 
from the country’s thalas¬ 
semia sufferers. About 3,000 
people in Greece with a se¬ 
vere form of this genetic dis¬ 
order, also known as Mediter¬ 
ranean anemia. 

These patients need regu¬ 
lar transfusions amounting 
to some 130,000 packets a 
year. 

“That’s why we had long 
talks with the Greek Health 
Ministry,” Schwabe said. The 
Swiss will gradually reduce 
their shipments to Greece 
to 14,000 packets a year by 
2020, while at the same time 
providing the country with 
expertise to develop its own 
blood donor system, he said.

Syria-Israel border. UN

The United Nations has con¬ 
firmed that one of its staff 
members, believed to be 
Canadian, is missing along 
the Syrian-Israeli border. 

Eduardo Del Buey, deputy 
spokesman for the secretary 
general, told a media brief¬ 
ing in New York that an 
employee working with the 
peacekeeping mission along 
the Golan Heights is un¬ 
accounted for in the region. 

He would not confirm 
a name or nationality, but 
media reports in Israel 
identify the man as Carl 
Campeau, a Canadian legal 
adviser. 

Del Buey refused all other 
comment.

N.Y. marks anniversary of 1st 
World Trade Center bombing

memorial to remember

The two terrorist attacks on 
the World Trade Center, eight 
years apart, converged Tues¬ 
day in the form of a piece of 
granite — part of a memorial 
to those who died in 1993 that 
was itself destroyed on Sept. 
11 , 2001 . 

The jagged fragment was 
displayed during a ceremony 
marking the 20th anniversary 
of the 1993 attack. 

A bell tolled for a moment 
of silence at 12:18 p.m., the 
exact time of the explosion 
under one of the twin towers 
that killed six people. More

ground garage. 

Family, friends and city of¬ 
ficials stood near the memor¬ 
ial of those who perished in 
the 2001 attack, which toppled 
the same tower targeted in the 
1993 explosion. 

“There are some days when 
you can’t remember what he 
sounded like, but then there 
are other days when you ex¬ 
pect to see him in the mor¬ 
ning, when you wake up,” 
Stephen Knapp said after the 
ceremony, his voice breaking 
as he remembered his father, 
also named Stephen Knapp. He 
was 18 when his father died. 

On Tuesday, Knapp joined 
about 50 people — including 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg and 
former Mayor David Dinkins — 
for the anniversary ceremony. 

Knapp and Michael Macko, 
who also lost his father, read 
the victims’ names before New 
York Police Department bag¬ 
pipers played Amazing Grace.” 

White roses were laid over 
the six names chiseled into 
granite over one of the 9-11 
memorial’s two reflecting 
pools, alongside the names 
of more than 2,700 people 
killed in 2001 when terrorist- 
hijacked planes brought down 
the twin towers.

Third woman testifies in cannibalism 
conspiracy case against N.Y police officer 



A woman who prosecutors 
said was one of the intended 
victims of a New York po¬ 
lice officer’s cannibalism 
plot told a jury she never 
felt threatened by the man, 
providing an opening for the 
defence to highlight claims 
that it was all fantasy. 

Elizabeth Sauer, 29, was 
called as a government wit¬ 
ness Tuesday on the second 
day of 28-year-old officer Gil- 
berto Valle’s trial on charges 
that he conspired to kidnap, 
kill and eat women he had 
described in chats on a fet¬ 
ish website. 

Sauer, Valle’s former col¬ 
lege classmate, testified 
that she received a disturb¬ 
ing Facebook message from 
Valle’s wife last year that 
sounded so crazy that she 
texted him to warn him 
that the account must have 
been hacked. Either that “or 
you’re trying to sell me into 
white slavery,” she recalled 
joking in the text. 

On cross examination, 
Sauer told defence attorney 
Julia Gatto that she never 
felt threatened by Valle. 

Her testimony was simi¬ 


lar to that of Andria Noble, 
a 27-year-old Ohio state pros¬ 
ecutor, who told the jury late 
Monday that she never saw 
Valle be violent when she 
knew him at the University 
of Maryland. She said he de¬ 
livered on a promise to pro¬ 
vide her with her own bed¬ 
room when she visited him 
once in New York during a 
break from law school. 

“I made sure he knew it 
was just strictly as friends,” 
Noble testified. 

Maureen Hartingan, a for¬ 
mer high school classmate 
of Valle, followed Sauer to 
the witness stand, saying 
she hadn’t seen him in a 
couple of years when he sug¬ 
gested that he stop by her 
job to say hello. He was in 
uniform when he showed 
up outside her Times Square 
office building in his police 
cruiser. 

Hartingan, 26, testified 
there was “nothing unusual” 
about the visit with someone 
who had asked her out in 
high school, when she made 
it clear she just wanted to be 
friends. 

She said that in the last 


year they had exchanged 
birthday greetings and 
other pleasantries. Valle had 
bragged about his daughter, 
Josephine, and how he was 
hoping for a promotion at 
the police department, she 
recalled. Once, she said, she 
even suggested he and his 
wife stop by her new apart¬ 
ment. 

When a defence lawyer 
asked if there was anything 
in the interactions “that cre¬ 
ated alarm in your mind,” 
she said there was not. 

The women were called 
by the government to show 
jurors that the women Valle 
described on the Internet 
were potential victims of 
violence. 

The officer has claimed 
his online discussions of 
cannibalism were harmless 
fetish fantasies. But in open¬ 
ing statements on Monday, 
a prosecutor said “very real 
women” were put in jeop¬ 
ardy. 

Valle’s wife, 27-year-old 
Kathleen Mangan-Valle, 
testified as the trial’s first 
witness that she fled their 
Queens home with their 


one-year-old daughter after 
learning about her hus¬ 
band’s Internet interests. 

Days later, she said, she 
used a program she had 
installed to trace Valle’s 
keystrokes to learn that he 
had written hundreds of 
emails and instant messages 
chronicling how he and his 
Internet pals would kidnap, 
rape, kill, cook and eat vari¬ 
ous women. Included among 


the targets, she said, were 
his wife and their female 
friends. She turned over the 
computer to the FBI, which 
arrested Valle in late Octo¬ 
ber. 

He has remained jailed 
without bail on charges that 
could carry a life sentence. 

Out of the presence of the 
jury Tuesday, U.S. District 
Judge Paul G. Gardephe re¬ 
fused to reconsider a previ¬ 


ous ruling barring evidence 
that Valle chatted with a 
man known as “Moody 
Blues” about the man’s de¬ 
sire to eat children. 

Gardephe noted that Valle 
never expressed a similar in¬ 
terest. If jurors heard about 
violence against children, 
they “would improperly and 
unfairly hold it against the 
defendant,” the judge said.

Never mind horsemeat — 
in South Africa, mystery 
beef includes donkey 



Horrified that these cute little fellas might end up in so-called beef products? 
They’re probably not happy about it either. Food scientists in South Africa have 
found undeclared donkey water buffalo and goat in processed meat products, 
thus confirming that the EU is not alone in the battle against mislabelling.

New study found 68 
per cent of samples 
contained species not 
declared on label 


Worried about horsemeat in 
your beef? Tiy water buffalo, 
donkey and goat. South African 
food scientists said they have 
found all three in mislabelled 
foods including beef burgers, 
ground beef and sausages. 

A study published by three 
professors at Stellenbosch Uni¬ 
versity found that 68 per cent of 
139 samples contained species 
not declared on the product 
label, with the highest inci¬ 
dence in sausages, burger pat¬ 
ties and deli meats. 

The study found soya and 
gluten were not labelled in 28 
per cent of products tested, and 
undeclared pork in 37 per cent 
and chicken in 23 per cent. 

“This study confirms that 
the mislabelling of processed 
meats is commonplace in 


South Africa and not only 
violates food labelling regula¬ 
tions but also poses economic, 
religious, ethical and health 
impacts,” said co-author Prof. 
Louwrens C. Hoffman. 

He said tests the past two 
weeks on hundreds of samples 
of imported meat have found 
no horsemeat.

iTunes. Apple 
settlement to 
award $ 100 M 
in credits 

Apple has agreed to give 
more than $100 million 
in iTunes store credits to 
settle a lawsuit alleging that 
the iPhone and iPad maker 
improperly charged kids 
for playing games on their 
mobile devices. 

The two-year-old case 
centres on allegations 
that Apple didn’t create 
adequate parental controls 
to prevent children from 
buying extra features while 
playing free games on 
iPhones and iPads in 2010 
and 2011. 

Parents who filed the 
lawsuit in 2011 said they 
didn’t realize their children 
were racking up the charges 
until they received bills or 
other notifications after 
the purchases were made. 
The games that had been 
downloaded were designed 
for kids as young as four 
years old, according to the 
lawsuit. 

Apple introduced more 
stringent controls governing 
in-game purchases as part of 
a March 2011 update to the 
software that runs its mobile

Bad habits. Oversharing 
financial information puts 
young Canadians at risk 


Many young Canadians are 
oversharing their financial in¬ 
formation, says a new survey 
that found nearly half of 18- to 
34-year-old respondents admit¬ 
ting they take risks like texting 
their credit- or debit-card num¬ 
bers. 

The poll by Visa Canada 
found that 45 per cent of this 
demographic group also shared 
their payment-card informa¬ 
tion via email, loaned their 
cards and didn’t keep their PIN 
confidential. 

This behaviour mirrors simi¬ 
lar habits of sharing personal 
information on social-media 
sites, said Gord Jamieson, head 
of payment-system risk at 
the credit-card company. “Yet 
they’re really not totally aware 
of who has access to this in¬ 
formation and who else can 
be seeing this information and 
what would be done with it,” 
he said. 

The survey, released Tues¬ 
day, marks the start of fraud- 
prevention month in March. 

Individuals in the 18-34 
group also reported the high¬ 
est level of online sharing 
activities, including keeping 
an open profile on a social- 
network site and posting to it

The survey found that 43 per cent of those 
who engaged in behaviour such as sharing 
payment-card information or loaning their 
card had experienced some kind of fraud. 

daily, publicly sharing photos 
and posting their employment 
history. “Just be careful what 
you put out there,” Jamieson 
said, noting that public Wi-Fi 
networks for mobile devices 
aren’t necessarily secure. 

Older generations tend not 
to overshare quite as much. 
Among those aged 35 and 
older, the survey found that 
32 per cent reported talcing 
risks with their payment-card 
information. This group also re¬ 
ported less sharing of personal 
information online. 

The survey found that less 
than half — 41 per cent — re¬ 
ported checking their payment 
card statements more than 
once a month. Jamieson recom¬ 
mends setting up an alert sys¬ 
tem so a cardholder would be 
notified via email or text every 
time a transaction is made.

The point is that taking care of the language is a thankless 
task. We should worry less about giving our francophone cous¬ 
ins a tough time about their vigilance and concentrate on our 
own English-language transgressions, which are legion. 

In fact, Quebec has given 
me a good idea. I’m going to 
assemble my own language po¬ 
lice and send violation notices 
by Twitter, which should make 
me even more popular than 
usual. 

The hardest thing is where 
to start. If we ban the use of 
the word “like” except in its 
proper context, that is: “I like 
ice cream,” an entire genera¬ 
tion will be struck dumb. Same 
with other ubiquitous language 
shrapnel such as “Oh, my God” 
and “awesome,” which is not. 

As bad as those are, they’re 

nothing compared to the battery of baloney designed to 
make the user appear smarter or more well-read. Regardez: 
“Irregardless,” which is a faux gilding of the lily known as 
“regardless.” 

The ultimate tipofif that you’re dealing with a suspected 
language violator is “tact,” which actually means “diplomacy,” 
but is often used as a word meaning “tactic” or “approach.” 
Tact is short for tactic, no? The shortest distance between two 
ideas? 

No. 

The actual term is “tack,” which is a nautical term for an 
effective way to make forward progress into a headwind. Once 
you’ve learned to tack, you’ll never go back. But we need to 
deal sternly with all those clever tacticians if we’re to make 
any headway. 

The biggest challenge for my new Grammar Gendarmes, 

I predict, will be jargon, which is a melange (stop that!) of 
acronyms and catchy phrases that make the offender sound as 
if he’s speaking Esperanto from a script by Steve Jobs. 

For example: “POTUS will do his due diligence and nomin¬ 
ate from within his own wheelhouse for the next SCOTUS 
vacancy.” Even l’ofifice quebecois de la langue fran^aise would 
have trouble figuring out if that’s English, Italian or Klingon. 
That’s punditiy gone wild, and should read: “After careful 
consideration, the U.S. president will nominate a political ally 
to fill the next vacancy on the Supreme Court.” 

America is suffering from a language recession and may be 
a lost cause. But ici Canada, we still maintiens le droit. Vive la 
difference!

Boys become men 
in stone jumping 

You’d call it a leap of 
faith, but for youngsters 
in rural Indonesia, it’s 
more a leap of their fate. 

In Orahili Fau village, 
Nias Island, some 1,200 
kilometres northwest of 
Jakarta, young men take 
part in stone jumping, 
“fahombo batu,” a man¬ 
hood ritual of leaping 
over stone towers — a 
feat which in the past has 
resulted in serious injury

4. Bake in the centre of the 
oven for 20 minutes. 

5. Remove the muffin tin 
from the water bath and cool 
to room temperature on a 
rack. Chill for 1 hour. 

6. To serve, remove the paper 
liners and place on individual 
serving plates. Garnish with 
berries and a sprinkle of icing 
sugar.

On average, employers spend 
somewhere around 45 seconds 
reviewing a resume. 

Resume writing aims to help 
the employer to effortlessly ex¬ 
tract and retain the most vital 
information.

Enter the infographic, a tool 
that visually represents and sim¬ 
plifies complex data.

Cheryl Ticne, a Vancouver- 
based information designer

Ticne says she chose to try 
this approach to give employ¬ 
ers an instant idea of her skills. 
With the endless submissions of 
resumes received by HR depart¬ 
ments, the infographic resume 
makes it easy to process infor¬ 
mation quickly in an organized 
and catchy format. 

It took Ticne around three 
days to come up with the in¬ 
itial design for her resume. The 
inspiration comes from other 
designs combined with her own 
ideas. “It was quite a process for 
me to finally have a resume that 
presented me very well,” she 
says. 

This is a familiar struggle 
amongst job-seekers. The in¬ 
fographic resume for Ticne is 
a perfect example of a unique, 
relevant, and interesting way to 
present your skills. 

One employer even told her

For Mazda, shaking up the 
automotive establishment is 
all in a day’s work. 

Always the rebel, Mazda has 
a reputation for going against 
the grain in product develop¬ 
ment. The automaker refuses 
to offer a hybrid powertrain 
option, which is tantamount 
to sacrilege. Instead, it pursues 
intemal-combustion-engine re¬ 
finement under the SKYACIW 
label. The 2013 CX-5 wagon 
was the first all-new Mazda fit¬ 
ted with this technology (dir¬ 
ect fuel injection, etc.) and the 
recently launched third-edi¬ 
tion Mazda6 is following suit.
